PAINT ASSOCIATION 
MEETING, 

The eighth annual convention of the 
National Paint, Oil and Varnish Asso- 
ciation, to be held in the city of Chi- 
cago Tuesday, Wednesday and 
Thursday of this week, promises to 
be a gathering of more than ordinary 
interest, and the attendance is expect- 
ed to be fully as large as that at any 
previous convention. The central lo- 
cation of the place of meeting, the 
time and the well-known hospitality 
of the inhabitants of the Windy City 
are calculated to prove attractive, and

the entertainment committee will be 
kept busy. The attendance is not lim- 
ited to regularly appointed delegates 


from the local clubs, but all members 
of local clubs and individuals and firms 
not in membership with same will re- 
ceive cordial welcome. Several local 
clubs have prepared subjects for con- 
sideration, the New England Club 
advocating favoring the master paint- 
ers with better terms than are given 
to those having no established business, 
This question, it will be remembered, 
been before several of the local 
but it has been found inexpe- 
dient to take action, as an effective 
change in this respect can only be 
brought about by the National Asso- 
ciation, with the concurrence of the 
local clubs. There is also a proposition 
from the Detroit Club to have the Na- 
tional Association reorganized, they re- 
garding it as being at present on a 
too conservative basis. Among the 
sther matters of interest expected to 
be brought up for discussion are bank- 
ruptcy legislation, a department of 
commerce, freight classification and 
rates, and other subjects of importance 
to the trades. 

The Paint, Oil and Varnish Club of 
Chicago has appointed committees, who 
will arrange for the welfare and en- 
tertainment of the attendants, and 
they will see that the great city of the 
West is not outdone in hospitality by 
any of the cities in which previous 
conventions have been held. Railroad 
transportation has been arranged for 
at one and one third fare for the round trip, 
and the rates at the principal hotels 
are made considerably lower than those 
usually exacted.

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‘THE HIGH PRICE OF ANGOSTURA 


TONKA BEANS. 

lhe present condition of the market 
for Angostura tonka beans was fore- 
shadowed in an editorial in our issue 
of May 13. To some in the trade it 
is somewhat of a surprise, but not to 
those who have been close observers of 
the current of events from beneath the 
surface, 

The receipts of new crop beans ex- 
ceeded the original estimates, as they 
often have in the past. All told, they 
were a little below 50,000 pounds. This 
is less than half a year’s consumption, 
which is usually reckoned at 110,000 
pounds. There remains in sight to-day 
less than 20,000 pounds with which to 
supply the requirements of consumers 
for eight months, or until the new crop 
begins to come forward. Of this lot 
less than 10,000 pounds remain in the 
hands of the importers, éhe great bulk 
being held by one party. 

That the price is destined to advance 
to a higher figure than that now quoted 
is admitted by dealers generally, not- 
withstanding the fact that large to- 
bacconists have made heavy purchases 
since last December. They bought be- 
cause the price was a favorable one 
and the outlook pointed to higher 
prices. Moreover, they usually carry 
large stocks to .protect themselves. 
While higher prices may cut off the 
consumption for some purposes, tobac- 
conists, by far the largest consumers, 
will undoubtedly continue to use the 
Angostura beans on account of the pe- 
culiar flavor which they give to tobacco 
and which smokers have become accus- 
tomed to. 

Surinam beans are sometimes used by 
certain concerns as substitutes for An- 
gosturas, and quite recently a few thou- 
sand pounds were purchased by a to- 
bacconist, but there has been no in- 
crease in the demand worth noting. 
Para beans, as a substitute, are not 
worth considering, as they are of a dif- 
ferent character, 
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REGULATING MENHADEN FISHING. 


During the past few weeks consid- 
erable interest has developed in men- 
haden fishing and oil circles regard- 
ing the recent action of the New Jersey 
authorities in prosecuting the owner 
of a fishing craft for contravening the 
provisions of an old and almost forgot- 
ten statute, which prescribes certain 
regulations for the coast fisheries. The 
law in question, which was the out- 
growth of a long and acrimonious dis- 
cussion between the menhaden fisher- 
men and the anglers for food fish, was 
enacted in 1884 and makes it illegal for 
any person with steam vessels to take, 
with purse or shirred nets, any men- 
haden, herring or other fish in any wa- 
ters, including the Atlantic Ocean, 
within three nautical miles of the coast- 
line of the State. The act establishes 
severe penalties for infractions of its pro- 
visions and subjects the offending parties 
to a fine of two hundred dollars, with a for- 
feiture of the vessel, its tackle, apparel, 
furniture and fish. It also prohibits, 
under similar penalties, all steam fish- 
ing vessels from having on board any 
purse nets or seines and it imposes a 
fine of fifty dollars on all persons who 
may resist arrest on a charge of violat- 
ing the law. 

The proceedings referred to were in- 
stituted at the instigation of the Fish 
and Game Commission of New Jersey, 
in order to test the constitutionality of 
the law. When it was first enacted 
there was a serious question as to 
whether the jurisdiction of any State 
extended beyond the shore-line of the 
coast, and so impressed with doubt on 
this point was the Governor of New 
Jersey at the time that he permitted 
the bill to become a law without his sig- 
nature. The menhaden fishermen at 
that time obtained legal advice and 
some of the most eminent jurists of the 
day declared that the law was clearly 
defective on constitutional grounds. It 
seems that no earnest effort was ever 
made to enforce the statute and it grad- 
ually passed into a condition of semi- 
oblivion, from which it has lately been 
rescued by the filing of the suit alluded 
to. 

Perhaps it never would have been 
resuscitated had not the vexed problem 
of jurisdiction received judicial inter- 
pretation elsewhere, in a case involving 
almost identical points. It appears that 
Massachusetts possesses a counterpart 
of the New Jersey fishing law and that 
in a litigation arising thereunder the ac- 
cused party interposed as a defense the 
plea that the jurisdiction of a State end- 
ed at its high-water line, beyond which 
Congress alone has the power to legis- 
late. After hearing arguments, the de- 
cision of the court was adverse to this 
proposition and this has encouraged ‘t::e 
New Jersey authorities to believe that 
the law of 1884 is valid and can be en- 
forced. Accordingly they have made a 
seizure and an arrest with the view of 
having the rights of the State, as well 
as those of the vessel owners, to be de- 
fined and permanently settled. The offi- 
cials contend that there has been a 
reckless destruction of food fish along 
the coast by the steamers of the men- 
haden fleet, which approach the shore 
as closely as possible and catch every- 
thing that swims. This policy, it is 
charged, is not only producing a scarc- 
ity of edible fish, but is driving the men- 
haden themselves to other parts of the 
sea. 

The law in question was intended to 
prevent what was considered a wanton 
waste of a valuable food product, but in 
1884, as now, it was a debatable ques- 
tion whether menhaden fishing opera- 
tions really caused the mischief laid at 
its doors. The subject has been thor- 
oughly discussed and the merits of both 
sides of the controversy are well under- 
stood by the interested parties. The 
only new light that has recently been 
thrown on the question is to be found in 
the report of the United States Fish 
Commission, which was made public a 
few months ago. The commission un- 
dertook to investigate how much foun- 
dation there was for the oft-repeated 
charge that the food fish supply of our 
Atlantic coast was diminishing, in conse- 
quence of the acts of the menhaden fish- 
ermen. During a series of experiments 
and observations, it was found that in 
catching nearly twenty-eight millions of 














menhaden, less than ninety-four thou- 
sand food fishes of all kinds were taken, 
and of these only a very small propor- 
tion were of desirable varieties. While 
this report does not claim to settle the 
question as to the injurious effects of 
the menhaden fisheries as now carried 
on, the facts elicited certainly go far to- 
ward sustaining the menhaden men in 
their contention that their operations 
are not the cause of the alleged scarcity 
of food fish. If it shall appear from 
further inquiry and evidence that the 
hook-and-line anglers have no substan- 
tial grievance in the premises, then it 
would seem equitable to abolish all 
these arbitrary legal restrictions, or at 
least to so modify the laws bearing on 
this matter as to permit the menhaden 
industry to be conducted without un- 
reasonable annoyance.

THE PETROLEUM FIELDS IN SEP- 


TEMBER. 


The monthly report of the scouts in 
the petroleum fields is always a matter 
of interest to those engaged in the 
petroleum business, either as pro- 
ducers, refiners or dealers, and the re- 
port of operations and the results 
thereof during the month of September 
is receiving more than usual attention, 
as the statistical situation makes a de- 
crease or increase in new production 
of more than ordinary importance. In 
the fields producing what is commonly 
denominated as Pennsylvania crude 
there has been a marked decrease in 
new development work, and the num- 
ber of wells completed also shows a 
falling off, as compared with the re- 
port for August. This was probably 
due to the results of operations during 
the four months preceding during 
which the average production of all the 
new wells was less than twelve and 
one-half barrels. The fact that the 
area of untested territory is growing 
smaller month by month may also be 
expected to restrict new ventures. The 
results of the past month’s operations, 
however, have been more satisfactory, 
both as to production and the number 
of dry holes recorded, the latter de- 
spite the fact that a large amount of 
work has been done in sectiong not 
before thoroughly exploited in the 
hope of finding a new pool or impor- 
tant extensions of old fields. The 
August report showed a considerable 
increase in new production over July, 
and notwithstanding that there were 
fewer wells completed during Septem- 
ber, there has been a further gain in 
new production. Were it not for the 
rapid decrease in the productive ca- 
pacity of most of the older wells this 
increase in new production would cause 
a rapid increase in stocks, but it re- 
quires constant additions of new wells 
to make good this falling off in the 
old wells. As the season is now ap- 
proaching when field work is attended 
with more difficulty and expense, it is 
not expected that new work will be 
prosecuted with so much vigor, unless 
stimulated by the discovery of a new 
field or pool, and decreased new pro- 
duction during the ensuing months is 
naturally expected. 

During the month of September 775 
wells were completed in the Pennsyl- 
vania, New York, West Virginia and 
southeastern Ohio fields, of which 167 
proved to be unproductive. This is a 
decrease of thirty-nine in the number 
of wells completed, and of eighteen in 
the number of failures. The total pro- 
duction of these wells at the close of 
the month was 13,677 barrels, showing 
an increase over the August wells of 
1,771 barrels. There has, consequently, 
been an increase of nearly three bar- 
rels in the average production per well, 
and this is a most gratifying feature 
to the producers. The number of wells 
drilling at the close of the month was 
810, which is a decrease of forty-seven. 
The number of rigs in course of con- 
struction was 487, showing a decrease 
of four, and making the decrease in 
new work under way fifty-one wells, 
This naturally leads to the expectation 
that fewer wells will be completed dur- 
ing the current month, and an increase 
in new production is therefore not 
looked for. 

In the Ohio fields 462 wells were com. 
pleted during the past month, which 
a decrease fifty-seven. The 


shows of 
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production of these wells was 9,175 
barrels, being a decrease of 850 bar- 
rels. 
was fifty-nine, a considerably 
August, but the output of the produ- 
cing wells was larger, and brought the 


average of the September wells nearly 


one-half a barrel above that of the 


August wells. 
drilling at the close of the month was 


406, which is a decrease of seven. The 


number of rigs in course of erection 


was 294, which shows an increase of 


fourteen, making the net increase of 
new work under way seven wells. 


In the Indiana fields 129 wells were 


completed during September, of which 
twelve were failures. This shows a 
decrease of eleven wells, while the pro- 
portion of dry holes was only about 
one-half of that reported in August. 
The production of the September wells 
amounted to 3,185 barrels, which is an 
increase of 425 barrels. 
the small number of dry holes the aver- 
age production of the September wells 
was brought up to over twenty-four 
and five-eighths barrels, while that of 
the August wells fell short of nineteen 
and three-quarters barrels, the gain 
‘being nearly five barrels per well. At 
the close of the month there were 103 
wells drilling and eighty-three rigs in 
course of construction. This is a de- 
crease of seven in the former and an 
increase of fourteen in the latter, mak- 
ing an increase of seven wells in the 
amount of new work under way. 


Taking all the fields together there 
were 1,366 wells completed during 
September, being a decrease of 107. Of 
these wells 238 were unproductive. The 
production of the September wells was 
27,037 barrels, which is an increase of 
2,058 barrels. The average production 
of the September wells was about nine- 
teen and three-quarters barrels, while 
that of the August wells was ten and 
one-sixth barrels. At the close of Sep- 
tember 1,328 wells were being drilled, 
a decrease of sixty-one. The number 
of rigs in course of erection was 864, 
which is an increase of twenty, the de- 
crease in new work under way, there- 
fore, being forty-one wells. 
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SOME FEATURES OF THE DYE

this time in the year the demand ma- 
terially revives. The fact that the 
season, thus far, has been rather quiet 
in nearly every article of the dye list 
has occasioned some disappointment, as 
it was believed that with the disap- 
pearance of summer a spirited move- 
ment of goods would set in. Despite 
these conditions it is evident that, 
taken as a whole, trade is better now 
than it was a year ago and that, per- 
haps, the reason why it apparently 
lags is because most merchants pitched 
their expectations for the fall cam- 
paign higher than circumstances war- 
ranted. 

A feature that serves to detract from 
the ordinary activity of the market and 
from which many persons have de- 
rived an erroneous impression concern- 
ing the real volume of business that is 
now being transacted, is the total ab- 
sence of speculative interest that dis- 
tinguishes the situation. The tendency 
of buyers this season is to follow a 
very conservative line of action, and 
accordingly, with few exceptions, the 
orders now reaching the market, 
whether intended for immediate con- 
sumption or for the replenishing of job- 
bers’ stocks, are carefully adjusted in 
accordance with actual current re- 
quirements. The proposition admits of 
no question that all departments of the 
dye market are in a healthy and reas- 
onably prosperous state, this being evi- 
denced by at least a fair distribution of 
goods and by a remarkable steadiness 
in the general course of values, which 
prompt the hopeful expressions that 
most manufacturers and dealers in- 


dulge in when speaking of the pros- 
pects.

readily be found, it is in the nature of 
things that prices should recede. The 
receipts at this port last week aggre- 
gated more than ‘ten thousand bales, 
and this large quantity, coming upon 
a market already depressed, has 
caused quotations to drop_ sharply. 
Even at the prevailing low figures 
buyers are not disposed to operate lib- 
erally, especially as additionial heavy 
shipments hither from primary sources 
of supply are afloat and will come to 
kand before the end of the year. 
far, then, as this important commod- 
ity is concerned, the indications are 
that sellers will be at a disadvantage 
for some time to come. 


Turning io aniline salt, opposite con- 
ditions and a striking contrast are pre- 
sented. For this article, as our weekly 
reviews since early in September will 
show, the demand has recently ex- 
ceeded the resources of the trade, both 
here and on the other side, and prices 
have been steadily advancing for fully 
thirty days past. At the moment the 
available holdings here _ practically 


amount to nothing, and the outlook is | 


not encouraging for early relief. When 
the fall season opened and the cotton 
mills resumed operations, it was found 
that their work in black fabrics would 
necessitate an unusual stock of aniline 
salt and toe resulting demand proved 
too great for the capacity of manufac- 
turers, who are reported to be sold 
ahead far into next year. Unless all 
signs faiJ, this material will maintain 
a strong position throughout the cur- 
rent season.

Journal, Dr. George Watt, reporter on 
economic products to the Government 
of India, has issued a circular to all 
opium agents throughout the opium- 
producing provinces, soliciting their co- 
operation in furnishing information 
concerning the opium industry for in- 
corporation in an Imperial Institute 
handbook. It has been further sug- 
gested to the several opium agents that 
it is highly desirable that experiments 
should be taken to determine whether 
the low percentage of morphia in In- 
dian opium is due to the Indian mode 
of preparation of the drug, or whether 
the alkaloid is deficient in the juice of 
the poppy. 

The Agricultural Department consid- 
ers the cotton boll weevil to be one of 
the most dangerous pests that has ever 
made its appearance in the United 
States. It has so far confined its opera- 
tions to Northern Mexico and a limited 
area in Texas. It has in some locali- 
ties shown a tendency to spread rapidly, 
while in others it is said to have been 
at work for years in very small areas, 
and shown little signs of extending 
operations. Department experts have 
been at work investigating his bugship 
for some months past in the neighbor- 
hood of Brownsville on the Rio Grande. 
So far no cure has been discovered, 
and many acres of cotton have been 
abandoned in consequence. An ex- 
traordinary thing about this creature is 
that it will live in a cotton boll and no- 
where else, and once secreted inside of 
these shells it is safe from enemies and 
snug and comfortable in a bed of soft- 
est down. 

There has been a great increase in 
the demand and production of sul- 
phuric acid in Russia, lately, says the 
Austrian Consul in Moscow, and in 
1894 the Russian manufacturers for 
the first time sold the whole of their 
output locally instead of sending part 
of it to the annual fair at Nishny Nov- 
gorod. The principal increase in the 
demand has been caused by the smoke- 
less powder factories, one of which, at 
Kasan, requires 200,000 poods of vit- 
riol yearly. Formerly the bulk of the 
Russian sulphuric acid was made from 
pyrites obtained in the Ural Moun- 
tains, but in the course of the last year 
or two the decline in the price of Sicil- 
ian sulphur and the reduction of the 
railway rates and the import duties on 
that article have caused the manufac- 
turers to resort to it again. The pro- 
duction of hydrochloric acid has grown 
even more rapidly than that of sul- 
phuric acid, the output of a single fac- 
tory in the Moscow district having ad- 
vanced from 35,055 poods in 1893 to 
114,854 poods in 1894. 


PETROLEUM NOTES. 








A dispatch from Baku, Russia, says 
that the fire in the naphtha springs 
there continues. Ten days ago one of 
the springs was set on fire by lightning 
and the flames spread to adjoining 
springs. Four persons have perished. 

The partnership lately existing be- 
tween Peter S. Jennings and William 
A. Towner, this city, under the firm 
name of Columbia Refining Co., has 
been dissolved. The business is con- 
tinued by Mr. Jennings under the same 
name as before. 

While the diggers in the lower re- 
gions are calculating their good luck, 
there is a little corner up in Butler 
County this is creating a stir. Down 
in the ghost country, near Kaylor City, 
the Mortimer & Co. well on the Mays 
farm is spouting at the rate of 20 bar- 
rels an hour, and Showalter Bros. ven* 
ture on the Kaylor farm is five bits in 
the sand and flowing five barrels an 
hour. 


At Schnodnika, in Galicia, a petro- 
leum well was bored early in Septem- 
ber, which rose with such power that 
it flooded the land in the vicinity and 
had to be closed until the necessary 
pipes and tanks could be got ready to 
receive the yield. Last week the shaft 
was reopened and the well is now yield- 
ing 22,000 hundredweight of crude pe- 
troleum daily. The syndicate which is 
working the well calculates it is capable 
of providing sufficient oil to supply the 
needs of Austria and leaving a bal- 
ance for export large enough to render 
American and Russian competition im- 
possible. 


The British Consul at Tokio reports 
that “the import of kerosene oil shows 
an increase in 1894 of nearly 6,000,000 
gallons, as compared with 1893. The 
increase noted last year in the import 
of Russian oil has not been main- 
tained, that for 1894 having fallen 
from 22,500,000 gallons in 1893 to 19,- 
700,000 gallons in 1894, while the im- 
port of United States oil increased 
from 27,200,000 gallons to 35,900,000 
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gallons. The import of kerosene oil in 
bulk in tank steamers has had an ap- 
preciable effect on the import of tin 
and tin-plates for the making of cans 
for transport into the interior of the 
country.” 

The many inquiries for late information 
from the various fields undergoing devel- 
opments show that operators are not sleep- 
ing but are on the alert for any new dis- 
coveries. The wells in Monro ecounty, 
the probable northeast extension to the 
Dye Brooks pool and the fourth sand pool 
in Butler countv, have each a following 
that has aroused something like an old 
time excitement when late news from the 
field was eagerly sought after. 


The chemical industries of Germany 
have held a conference to consider the 
advisability of taking steps to courrter- 
act the monopoly of the German petro- 
leum market. One of the remedies 
which has been discussed is the reduc- 
tion of the duty on raw oil to such an 
extent that home refineries would be 
able to compete with the imported re- 
fined product. This proposal was op- 
posed on the ground that its operation 
would seriously interfere with the Ger- 
man paraffine industry. A _ resolution 
was finally adopted favoring the plan 
of petitioning the Government to calla 
convention in Berlin composed of all 
interested industries for the purpose of 
seeking in common conference a way 
to enable the German manufacturers 
and refiners to profitably refine foreign 
raw oil. 

The Engineering and Mining Journal 
says: “The question of using petroleum 
as fuel on Russian railways is attract- 
ing attention from the authorities. 
Some time ago the Ministry of Ways 
and Communications approved of the 
Nikolai Railway at least partly substi- 
tuting oil for wood, and .or this pur- 
pose a dozen locomotives have been al- 
tered. The locomotives on the Bologoje- 
Moscow section will also be altered. At 
Moscow and Twer reservoirs will be 
erected for the storage of the petro- 
leum. The Vladkavkas-Rostow, the Ge- 
josi-Zarizyn and the Rjasan-Ouralsk 
railway lines are also contemplating 
the adoption of petroleum as fuel. The 
same fuel is used on the Transcau- 
easian and other lines, and is being 
tried on the St. Petersburg-Oranien- 
baum line, and it is asserted that it 
ean also be used with advantage for 
the Siberian railway.” 

James C. Harvey, the local agent of 
the Standard Oil Company at Los An- 
geles, Cal., in regard to the rumor that 
his principals were about to extend 
their operations to Los Angeles, said 
to a reporter in an interview last week: 
“T have received word from headquar- 
ters that our people will soon be in 
this field as purchasers of crude oil, 
and that arrangements are now mak- 
ing to provide facilities for moving it 
to points of consumption. This does 
not mean that the Standard Oil Com- 
pany is about to buy up oil territory 
or that it will lease oil lands, or that 
it will in any sense be a producer of 
oil. It means simply that our peo- 
ple have become convinced of the suf- 
ficient extent of the local oil field and 
of its permanency, and that they pro- 
pose to engage in the shipping of oil 
to the points of consumption. The 
Standard Oil Company will not control 
anything here. It will be a bidder 
for crude oil, and the latter will bring 
more nearly what it is worth than it 
does now.”

As large 
dealers in cod liver oil, we have long 
been aware of the practice repudiated 
in your editorial, i. e., marketing New- 
foundland cod liver oil in barrels bear- 
ing the brands of well-known Norway 
manufacturers. Waiving any comment 
in this letter on the therapeutic or com- 
mercial differences between the two 
grades of oil, we emphatically condemn 
the practice as a fraudulent imposition 
on both the dealer and the public. 

In the hope that your wise counsel 
may prevail, we write this letter for 
publication, and trust that the atten- 
tion of parties interested may again be 
directed to the subject. We need hard- 
ly add our assurance to you that we 
have in the past and shall in the future 
destroy our empties, and thus do our 
part toward suppressing the fraud.

The Camphor Trade. 

At the present moment anything re- 
garding the camphor trade is espe- 
cially interesting. Under the above 
caption the Kobe (Japan) Chronicle of 
Sept. 10 says: 

“From various facts which haye 
come to our knowledge it seems that 
our prediction that the camphor trade 
of Kobe, when Formosa is completely 
under the dominion of Japan, will as- 
sume far larger proportions than here- 
tofore, is likely to be realized, as it 
seems that an endeavor is to be made 
to do all the Formosa business through 
this port. Naturally, the high prices 
which now rule have given rise to a 
good deal of speculation in trade 
circles at home as to how the trade 
will be affected. What would appear 
to be a reasonable belief has been 
entertained that the high prices would 
have the effect of stimulating produc- 
tion. Under ordinary circumstances 
that would doubtless be the case, but 
it has been far from realized as re- 
gards Japan, for the reason, as we 
pointed out previously, that camphor 
woods or planta‘ions in private own- 
ership are almost exhausted, added to 
the fact that distillers invariably show 
less activity in Summer, when the 
camphor tree contains least of the 
drug and when it is impossible to ob- 
tain the really cold water necessary 
to effectively crystallize the volatile 
fumes. The small distillers within the 
last two months have suffered consid- 
erably from the unusually boisterous 
and rainy weather, as the mountain 
brooks become torrents, sweeping away 
many of the small distilleries, which 
are usually built on the banks of the 
broo-s. Thus prices have been grad 
ually mounting up until they are twice 
as high as they were before the first 
rumor spread of the intention of Japan 
to occupy Formosa. The provinicial 
holders, in face of a rising market, 
have kept a tight hand on their stock. 
and the owners of the camphor trees 








which yet remain in private posses- 
sion have been found to be tully 
alive to the value of their property. 
Consequently we learn on good 
authority tnat numbers of the small 
distulers without capital have been 
Ovuged to relinquisn tne business be- 
cause of their inapilicy to purchase

Free Alcohot Tidings, 


Washington, Oct. 4, 1895. 

] There have been some highly interest- 
ing developments in free aiconol matters 
during the past week, especially with re- 
Sard to the test cases wnicn are now 
being prepared for trial. The chier of 
these cases from the standpoint of the 
manufacturing chemists, wholesale 
druggists, etc., is tnat of Sharp & 
Dohme, which represents manufacturers 
using alcohol in the preparation of 
Medicinal compounds, extracts, tinc- 
tures, essences, etc, 

The testimony in this case was taken 
Some montas ago by Assistant Attorney 
Binney of the Department of Justice. A 
number of pojnts have s.nce developed 
with regard to this and similar cases, 
and the attorneys for the claimants 
nave notified the Department of Justice 
of a desire to take additional testimony, 
and Assistant Attorney-General Dodge, 
who has returned to the city, has s.gni- 
filed his willingness to proceed with this 
work at the eariiest practicable date. 
Tne evidence which the claimants de- 
sire to take will not be voluminous, but 
Mr. Dodge is likely to open up a line of 
inquiry which has not been anticipated 
with regard to this case. It is expected 
that he will outline an examination 
very like that pursued in the Dunlap 
hat case, the details of which will be of 
the greatest interest to the trade, as they 
will indicate the course which the Gov- 
ernment will probably pursue in the 
adjudication of all claims of the same 
general character in the event that the 
decision of the court is favorable to the 
Claimants in the test cases. Mr. Dodge 
will visit the claimants’ factories and 
will follow the alcohol through the proc- 
esses Of manufacture, and it is ex- 
pected that his line of cross-examina- 
tion will indicate the Government’s at- 
titude on a number of mooted questions. 
Mr. Dodge said to the Reporter’s corre- 
spondent to-day that he would be pre- 
jared to take this testimony in a few

Warehouse Receipts. 


The controversy as to the paramount 
character of a warehouse receipt or a 
delivery permit has been terminated by 
an important decision of the Attorney- 
General, which reverses the practice 
hitherto pursued by customs officials. 
The question in this case arose through 
the loss of a negotiable warehouse re- 
ceipt, the bonded warehouseman there- 
upon declining to release the goods upon 
presentation of a delivery permit, the 
collector at the port of New York sus- 
taining the warehouseman. In decid- 
ing the case, the Attorney-General says: 

“You ask my opinion whether, in view

fully direct the delivery of the goods as 
requested, in che absence of said ware- 
house receipt.’ 

“When imported goods are deposited 
in a private bonded warehouse they are 
in the joint custody of the United States 
storekeeper and the warehouseman, as 
expressly provided in Revised Statutes, 
section 2,960. The custody of the 
former is to secure the Government’s 
rights; the custody of the latter is to se- 
cure his own. Neither is concerned 
with the origin or enforcement of the 
rights of the other, and neither may in- 
terfere with the custody of the other. 
As the custody is joint, action of both 
is required for delivery. In the case 
put, all duties having been paid and the 
delivery permit issued, the Government 
has no further concern with the goods, 
and the right to deliver or withhold 
delivery rests with the warehouseman 
alone. The collector of customs has no 
authority to take any further action in 
the matter or to interfere or direct the 
storekeeper to interfere in the contro- 
versy between the importers and the 
warehouseman. 

“You also refer me to the letter of 
the collector, and that of counsel for 
the bank, which you inclose, in which 
attention is called to the hardship re- 
sulting to the importers by reason of 
R. S. section 934, which forbids the re- 
plevin of the goods. The collector well 
says, ‘as a matter of administration the 
presence of sheriff's officers in Govern- 
ment warehouses where large quanti- 
ties of dutiable goods are stored and 
where the Government’s power should 
be paramount, would lead to a constant 
complication, and be a source of danger 
to the revenue.’ I beg to say, however, 
that in the case of a private bonded 
warehouse where the custody is joint, 
as above stat2d, the Government’s cus- 
tody, after all duties are paid and a 
withdrawal permit is issued, is merely 
nominal. 

“The right to drawback in case of 
export or refunder in case of de- 
struction, to which the collector re- 
fers, which is secured by leaving the 
goods in the warehouse, is waived when 
the owner demands delivery and the 
goods, in that case being really detained 
by the warehouseman and not by the 
Government, it is open to question 
whether section 934 applies. I see no 
reason why you may not instruct the 
collector to waive objections to re- 
plevin in this instance, so that the par- 
ties may be free to settle their contro- 
versy in the courts. But any question 
which may arise as to the effect of 
such waiver can also be there deter- 
mined.”

; About Siam Benzoin, 


That description which was supplied 
by Mr. Beckett of the British Consulate 
at Bangkok was the first authentic 


elevated ground, and do not thrive on 
the plains. They are propagated from 
the fruit, and mostly grow in clumps 
of fifty or sixty in the forest region 
of Sena Phan, Tangslok, and the bor- 
ders of Muang Theng, in the province 
of Luang Prabang. That territory, as 
we pointed out in our last article, when 
we printed a sketch-map showing the 
Siamese benzoin districts, has lately 
been annexed by France. The trees 
are usually tapped between July and 
August, when the season begins, and 
September to November. “Then,” says 
the report, “‘the season ends, and hence- 
forward is the period during which the 
gum benjamin is bought and sold.” It 
appears, however, that the only reason 
for not tapping the tree at other times 
of the year is that the people are then 
occupied in their rice-fields. The gum 
is obtained by the usual method of 
‘notching a girdle round the stem,” 
and leaving the benzoin to exude. It 
requires three months before the exud- 
ing gum has hardened sufficiently to be 
collected. The forests are open to all 
who care to gather gum, and who can 
command the necessary plant—an axe, 
a rice-basket and an open woven bas- 
ket. There are no dues or taxes of 
any kind. The gum collected is sorted 
into three classes, viz.: 

Best grade, or “slua,”’ in large lumps, 
not dirtied by adhering bark. 

Second grade, smaller lumps, slightly 
mixed with bark, and worth in the 
market about half the price of the first 
grade. 

Third grade, or “mun,” worth half 
the price of the second grade, and con- 
ststing of the residual small pieces of 
gum, mixed with bark and earth. 

The price in Bangkok, according to 
the report. is 260 ticals per Chincse 
eatty of 662-2 pounds, “which is. as 
it has always been,” an observation 
somewhat difficult to understand, con- 
sidering the great variations in the 
price of the drug on the European 
market. The Kew Garden authorities. 
we may add, have tried in vain these 
last twenty-five years to procure seeds 
or plants of the benzoin tree. They 
lately entertained hopes of obtaining 
a supply through 'Mr. F. H. Smiles of 
the Royal Survey Department of Siam, 
who was traveling in the benzoin dis- 
tricts a few months ago on a botanical 
expedition, but, unfortunately, that 
gentleman died at Korat in May last 
before he had accomplished his mts- 
sion.—Chemist and Druggist.

Trade is still disappointing, but still 
somewhat of an improvement on that 


reported a week ago. Distributers 
seem to be waiting for the increase 


in consuming demand, which they have 
had reason to believe from the im- 
provement in general business would 
have developed before this, and are 
keeping back orders until the goods 
are actually needed.

Interest is now cen- 
tering in the convention of the Na- 
tional Paint, Oil and Varnish Asso- 
ciation, to be held held in Chicago next 
week. There will be a large delegation 
to go from here, and other Eastern 
cities. and from present indications the 
meeting promises to be one of the most 
interesting and important of the series.

WHITS LEAD.—Since thé frionth 
opened there has been a slight improves 
ment in the consumptive demand for 
lead in oil, as considerable outdoor and 
inside work is being done, though trade 
is not up to the volume of former years 
Rather more talk is heard around the 
trade about the possibility of an ad- 
vance next month, but nothing from 
an authoritative souree can be found 
to confirm this impression, though the 
upward movement in pig lead might be 
some warrant for it. There has been 
more inquiry for dry lead from grinders, 
who have been drawing rather moré 
freely upoll their regular contracts, 
whereas they have previously been Lold- 
ing back for cheaper linseed oil. The 
latter, however, having advan@ed they 
now seem disposed to make up for lost 
time.

WINDOW.—The distribution this 
week was not as voluminous as dealers 
bad expected to see, and it is evident 
that consumers are not disposed to 
complacently acquiesce in the prevail- 
ing high prices that were so suddenly 
put in force last month. Until, thev 
hecome reconciled to the new condi- 
tions, or until lower values are estab- 
‘ished, if ever this takes place, the 
probabilities are that trade will he 
slow. The opposition to the manufac- 
turers’ recently promulgated schedule 
on the vart of the jobbers appears to he 
ervstallizing and assuming definite 
shane. We learn that it has been de- 
“ided to hold a meetine on Monday, 
the 14th instant. at Cleveland, Ohio, to 
he composed of manufacturers and 
jobbers from every section of the coun- 
trv. The obiect of the conference is to 
fully discuss the situation. and es- 
necially to take up and disnose of the 
~biections which the jobbers are ure- 
ine against the new price list. Dele- 
gates from New York will be in at- 
tendance, and owing to the vital ques- 
tions involved great interest in the out- 
come is heing manifested locally. It is 
~erarded as hirhly probable that in the 
evert of a failure to adiust their dif- 
ferences, considerable confusion, dis- 
sension, and, possibly, downright de- 
™moralization of prices may follow. Con- 
simers seem to understand how mat- 
ters are drifting, and are not investine 
“xcept to cover immediate wants 
Desnite the situation as outlined, the 
market is firm. and there are no sellers 
2t better than 70 and 10 per cent. dis- 
eount on French, and 75 per cent. on 
American glass.

The Pittsburgh Glass Market. 
(Special to the Reporter.) 
WINDOW GLASS—The manufactur- 
ers’ combination have allowed the job- 
bers full swing in the matter of dis- 


tribution, and quotations on 100-bor 
lots are virtually withdrawn. Manu- 
facturers thereby become’ exclusively 


car-lot shippers, and the local trade and 
small-lot buyers are turned over to the 
jobber. This change and concession has 
been made to induce distributors to or- 
der freely and carry enough stock to 








promptly fill all orders, and thus ob- 
viate accumulation of undue stocks at 
the factories. The present working cap- 
ital of the Pennsylvania and Indiana 
combinations is made up by an assess- 
ment of $50 per pot, and therefore does 
not exceed $70,000, hence the necessity 
of providing for prompt shipment of 
product till the end of the Fall run, by 
which time it is expected all details wi’ 
have been arranged, and the organiza- 
tions thoroughly perfected and perma- 
nently established. Orders have been 
booked by the Pittsburgh company dur- 
ing the past week amounting to 70,000 
boxes, which is considerable in excess 
of the productive capacity of the works 
controlled. The great bulk of the or- 
ders received have specified certain pre- 
ferred brands of the leading manufac- 
turers, limited to less than half a dozen 
factories, where uniform high quality 
and close assorting has been the rule 
for years past. How orders are to be 
fairly apportioned among all members, 
satisfy jobbers, and still market unpre- 
ferred brands, wiil require considerable 
tact and diplomacy. Thus far the prov- 
ince of the manufacturers’ organiza- 
tion has been confined to a simple sales 
agency, but it is becoming evident that 
its powers must be extended to produc- 
tion. The jobbers’ preference, rather 
than the judgment of the cutter at the 
factory, will hereafter be taken as an 
index to the standard of quality, and 
this will place American glass alongside 
of, or above, the French standard of 
quality. The factories in Pennsylvania 
and Indiana are operating full, with a 
productive capacity of 1,384 pots. Ohio 
will add about two more furnaces, and 
about four more are preparing to start 
in Baltimore and New Jersey, which 
will make domestic production some- 
what larger than last year. 


PLATE GLASS.—Movement of plate 
glass during September has been very 
satisfactory to manufacturers, and 
present demand, resulting from the 
almost total absorption of stocks 
in jobbers’ hands, is certain to 
keep up fairly through the entire Win- 
ter. Preparations are being made to 
increase the production at several 
works. The Charleroi works has be- 
gun casting, and all departments will 
be in operation within the next two 
weeks. The Standard, at Butler and 
Pennsylvania, at Irwin, are busy, while 
the recently-burned casting department 
of the American, at Alexandria, Ind., 
is being ravidly rebuilt. The works 
will be ready to resume in about six 
weeks. Stocks are ample and fairly 
assorted: prices established are being 
closely adhered to, with no noticeable 
disposition to cut. 


ROTTLES AND PRESCRIPTIONS. 
—There is quite a good demand for 
druggists’ lettered ware, private mold 
ware and general prescrivtions, and 
manufacturers in Pennsylvania, Tndi- 
ana and New Jersey are kept busy on 
orders which have accumulated 
through the Summer shutdown. Indi- 
ana and New Jersey factories are more 
fully employed than for several years, 
and awider range of goods is finding 
demand. The demand for flasks is 
brisk, but complaints are made about 
close prices and cutting, and up to the 
present all attempts to form an organ- 
ization among manufactures of flint 
hottles have failed. In the green glass 
branch all of the New Jersey and In- 
diana factories have resumed, as have 
several Ohio factories. In the Pites- 
burgh district not a single factory has 
yet lit up, and it is not likely that any 
of them will start before November. 
The fruit jar season is about over, so 
far as the demand pressure on the fac- 
tories is concerned, and the recent ad- 
vance of beer bottles, which make up 
the staple, productively, of the green 
and amber glass trade, has delayed the 
placing of orders. The prospects are 
that all the factories not yet started 
will be put into operation before the 
middle of November, and that the beer 
and mineral trade will be ample to keep 
all fully employed till the end of the 
fire.

Cottonseed Oil Industry at Houston 

The cottonseed oil mills at Houston 
are now actively at work. The Na- 
tional, which was the first to begin 
work, is runnig full time and gives em- 
ployment to about 300 men. The 
Southern, the Merchants and Planters’ 
and the Consumers’ have all started up 
for the season since the first of Sep- 
tember. 

The mills report receipts of cotton+ 
seed rather light, and not sufficient to 
test their full crushing capacity. The 
advance in seed since Sept. 1 has been 
about $1.50. Hotiston mills are now 
paying $6.50 per ton. Farmers have 
evidently been giving their whole at- 
tention to the marketing of cotton re- 
cently, and consequently neglected the 
seed. There will be very little cotton 
left in the country in a few weeks, 
however, should the present rush con- 
tinue, and the oil mills are expecting

an increase of seed receipts. Present 
prices are much better than last sea- 
son, but planters consider that they 
are not even now commensurate with 
the scarcity of the product. 

This makes the outlook for mills any- 
thing but encouraging. They are con- 
fronted with low prices for their prod- 
ucts on one hand and the refusal of the 
planters to sell seed at a correspond+ 
ingly low figure on the other. The 
general market conditions which con- 
front them are not at all favorable, 
but they hope that existing conditions 
will not continue, and anticipate better 
prices later in the season. Just at this 
time lard and butter are both cheap, 
the former rema:kably so, and the p:os- 
pects are that lard will show no im- 
provement, as the low price of grain 
will insure a large increase of hogs of 
good condition. This, of course, inter- 
feres materially with the cotton oil 


PAINT AND DRUG : 
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market. The bountiful grain crops will 
also restrict the demand for meal and 
cake, and these will have to be sold at 
a low price. 

The Houston oil mills are crushing 
several hundred tons of seed daily, 
however, and are giving employment to 
between 800 and 1,000 men. They pay 
out in wages between $6,000 and $8,000 
each week, and Houston gets the bene- 
fit thereof.—Houston Post.

current demand, which is of a jobbing 
character, is being disposed of without 
special inconvenience to consumers, 
The tone of¢*the market continues to 
gain in strength. and a_ feeling is 
developing in the trade that possibly 
onother early advance of a cent or two 
may be established. During the week 
the Chicago price was raised to 389e., 
based upon the fact that the mills are 
behind with their orders, and also be- 
cause the position of flaxseed is 
stronger. Here the market on city oil is 
firm at 44c., but occasionally small lots are 
being secured from out-of-town sources 
at 42c.

While the general sentiment 
indicates increased confidence in the 
future of oil, a large contingent in the 
trade, among whom are some of the 
largest consumers, seem to feel con- 
vinced that later in the season, when 
the supply becomes plentiful, easier 
quotations will be in vogue, and for 
that reason they are showing no anx- 
iety about covering their forward 
wants. The monthly statement for 
October, issued by Messrs Henry H. 
Crocker & Co., this city, gives the fol- 
lowing statistics pertaining to foreign 
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1, 200,000 bags; deliveries since Jan. 1, 
New York and Boston, 953,259 bags. 
COTTONSEED.—Following the steady 
situation noted in our preceding review, 
the present week opened with equally 
favorable conditions, so far as the imme- 
diate position of the market is concerned. 
This was manifested chiefly by a general 
improvement in the tone of business, 
founded upon the tardiness of the mills 
in commencing active operations and the 
apprehension on the part of many that 
should the demand revive to a material 
extent within the next few weeks sup- 
plies of oil will be inadequate to meet the 
requirements. There seems to be no more 
inclination than ever by the planters to 
release their holdings of seed except on 
the basis of what the crushers consider 
unreasonable figures, aud on that account 
the latter are experiencing considerable 
difficulty and annoyance in covering 
their wants. Until the producers of seed 
and the manufacturers of oil cap act in 
harmony on the question of values for the 
raw material, a general resumption of 
work at the mills will be retarded. There 
is a possibility, however, that maby 
crushers will eventually tire of waiting 
for a break in the price at which seed is 
quoted, and will enter the market as 
buyers for at least such quantities as_ will 
keep their plauts occupied. The advance 
this week iu the price of cotton, and the 
desire of the planters to take advantage 
of the improved conditions in that staple, 
is causing them to devote special atten- 
tion to shipping the crop to market, and 
incidentally they are showing seeming in- 
difference to the wants of the mills, as re- 
gards seed. Crushers as a rule are, there- 
fore, in an attitude of waiting, and the 


general belief is that as soon as 
the bulk of the cotton crop. is 
out of the way, the planters 


will show more concern about getting rid 
of their seed and the competition that is 
expected to result from this, will be a 
potent factor in bringing about a fair level 
of values, In consequence of the delay 
at the mills new oil is scarce and that 
which has been available was taken up at 
full prices, which, towards the close, be- 
came firmer, resulting in a slight advance 
over last week’s quotations. By the end 
of October it is presumed that a very 
large proportion, if not all the crushing 
establishments, will be in operation, and 
that period is being awaited anxiously by 
the local trade as well as by all who are 
in any way interested in cotton oil, as it is 
expected that the market will then receive 
acrucical test. If the offerings of oil, which 
are likely to come forward liberally a few 
weeks hence, should find a ready outlet 
the tone of the general situation will be 
strengthened, but in view of the existing 
lack of interest on the part of the West 
and the exporters and the depressed state 
of compound lard, some are disposed to 
entertain misgivings as to the future.

In conclusion, we desire to express our 
happiness that you are again about to 
assume the management of our affairs, 
We extend to you and your family our 
sincere felicitations, and to you, my 
dear sir, we, the employes of the 
Smith, Kline & French Company, ex- 
press the hope that you may be spared 
many years to continue your work 


among us. 
To this Mr. Kline responded 


lows: 

Mr. Vice-President and gentlemen, T 
have, in my time, appeared before a 
good many associations of men, but 
never in my life under circumstances 
that so entirely overwhelmed me; noth- 
ing was to me so utterly and entirely 
unexpected as this gathering, composed 
of the employes of this corporation, 
and this is my reason for an utter in- 
ability to say what, of course, is in my 
heart.

‘time. I want to say upon that point, 
.as I feel it is due to Mr. l’rench and to 
aMr. Roller and to all the others wnom 
11 cannot mention by name, that from 
-all the accounts I have had, you have 
succeeded most admirably in demon- | 
strating that 1 can be spared. So much 
indeed have 1 been encouraged in this 
conviction that I have come back sim- 
ly temporarily to see you a while and 
then return, because you can so well do | 
without me and so successfully cary 
on the business that, of course, it would 
be better for me now to take a longer 
vacation, 

Mr. French has referred to what I | 
saw and what I probably learned, as | 
indicated somewhat in the hurried 
letters that I wrote. I want to con- 
firm everything that he has said, 
without having myself written his 
speech, in reference to that matter. | 
There was just one expression that | 
seemed fitting to me, and which I re- 
1iarked to one of my fellow passen- 
gers in coming up New York Bay on 
Saturday morning, and that was—and 
I think it expresses a good deal—that | 
I thanked God that 1 was returning to | 
a country where there were no royal 
giaates through which the king only 
could drive. In the city of Berlin, as 
many of you already know, at the 
heed of Unter den Linden, is the Bran- 
denburgh Gate, with three arches. 
Those on the side can be used by the 
common populace of the country, but | 
the middle gate is reserved entirely for | 
reyalty. Now, I think if there is one 
thing that we can congratulate our- 
selves upon in this country it is the 
fact that we have no royal gates; that 
our gates are all open to every young | 
man, or to every old man who has | 
proven himself worthy of passing | 
through under them. In addition to 
this, however, I did see a great many 
things which I think American people 
might well emulate; and among these 
ils the amount of courtesy. I suppose

It was more marked to me as 
we entered the city of London. No- 
where else than in England is it quite 
The fact is, in France I 
could not tell whether they were cour- 
teous or not, for I did not know what 
they were talking about; but in Ger- 
many, where I could understand them 
and did converse with them, it was 
very much the same; and I think in 
that particular we here have very 
much to learn, If we are afilicted with 
one thing just a little bit more than 
another, it is that every man thinks 
that he is just as good as his neigh- 
bor, if not (as the Irishman said) “a 
little better.’”’ But on the whole, there 
is nothing that I am so thankful for 
as that 1 am an American citizen and 
that I have returned to American soil 
except—and this, of course, exceeds it 
all—to find that among those with 
whom I have been associated and with 
whom I hope to associate for many 
years more, there is this feeling of 
eordiality; and for this I am most 
heartily thankful. 

Mr. French then announced Mr. 
Roller, the assistant general manager, 
referring to him as the ‘‘accomplished 
and eloquent orator of the corpora- 
tion,’’ to which Mr. Roller replied: 

Now, ladies and gentlemen, I hope

SPIRITS TURPENTINE.—The mar- 
ket this week has been characterized by 
quietude and an apathetic feeling on the 
part of buyers, quite in contrast with 
the situation during the two preceding 
weeks, when considerable interest was 
manifested in spot goods, as well as in 
the general position of spirits. The 
prevailing reluctance of purchasers to 
operate, except 
fashion, has been brought about by un- 


favorable reports from the South, lead- | 
ing to the expectation that values may | 


soon recede to a point where there will 
be no possible risk in stocking up lib- 
erally. While this sentiment is 
shared by all, it permeates the trade to 
a sufficient extent to at least mo- 
mentarily depress quotations, and as a 
result a fractional decline has occurred. 
As a matter of fact, the supplies held 
in this market are comparatively small, 
and holders, as a rule, are not at all 
anxious to unload at current values. 
Therefore, with sellers indifferent and 
buyers timid, no business of any mo- 
ment has been accomplished, the move- 
ment this week being based Strictly 
upon the ordinary small requirements of 
jopbers. On ‘Thursday, the market 
weakened to 2ZSc. for Southerns and 
28sec. for regulars, at which all sales 
subsequently made were completed, 

ROSIN.—Trading was slow through- 
out the greater part of the week, and 
though more confidence in the medium 
and pale grades, very little buying in- 
terest developed until Friday, when, 
under the influence of stronger reports 
from the South, operators took hold 
with more freedom, and in all about 
6UU barrels changed hands. At the 
same time prices were marked up on 
some of the higher grades.

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INDUSTRIAL SECURITIES. 


General trade conditions continue fa- 
vorable and by’ comparison with the 
same period last year all reports agree 
that there is a most gratifying increase 
in business, though the railroad re- 
ceipts are not so large as they should 
be at this season by reason of the crop 
movement being delayed. The move- 
ment of general merchandise, however, 
is larger, and increasing steadily. The 
reports of the condition of trade in our 
special lines are not so satisfactory, 
dullness prevailing in drugs and dye- 
stuffs, while the paint trade reports 
business fair, though irregular and not 
fully meeting the expectations that had 
been entertained. In the chemical] and 
oil trades business shows some im- 
provement, and, all things considered, 
is regarded as satisfactory. The gen- 
eral trend of prices appears to be to a 
higher level, and most of the changes 
of prices noted in our market reports 
this week are increases. The labor 
market continues disturbed, and strikes 
and threatened strikes have been some- 
what more numerous during the past 
week, although only one of consider- 
able importance in the number of 
hands affected has been declared. This 
was among the coal miners in Ohio, 
and involves about 3,000 men. Minor 
strikes are reported in the mining dis- 
tricts in Pennsylvania, in several 
trades in this city, in Illinois and in 
Eastport, Maine, the employes in the 
sardine factories in the latter place de- 
manding restoraton of former wages. 
Several strikes have been settled in 
Ohio and Indiana mining districts, the 
demands of the strikers being granted. 
The building trades in this city are in 
a state of unrest, and several strikes 
are threatened. Crop reports or re- | 
ports of weather conditions affecting 
crops are not now important, as crops 
are so far advanced that no further se- 
rious damage need be feared. Reports, 
nowever, come of damage by the new 
bug which burrows in the cotton bolls 
in the fields of southern Texas. The 
market price of the principal agricultu- 
ral staples has been rather weak, the 
tendency having been downward dur- 
ing the entire week, though cotton 
showed some recuperative tendency to- 
ward the end of the week. Wheat, 
which opened on Monday at 67c., fell | 
off gradually, and closed on Friday at 
the lowest point—64gc. Corn opened | 
at 37%c., and the highest on Monday 
was 357%c., and closed on Friday at 
s0%e., Wwe. above the lowest. Oats 
weakened gradually from 24éc. at the 





opening on Monday to 238c. on Friday. 
Cotton opened at 8.80c. and reached 
8.90c., but receded to 8.72c. on Wednes- 


day, since which time the market has | 


hardened, and Friday’s close was 
strong at 8.S7c. Lard has also been 
weak, and gives no indications of early 
improvement, January being quoted at 


Chicago same as October—5 80c. The 
market for time money has ruled 


steady throughout the week under am- 
ple supply and varying demand, during 
the latter part of the week the offer- 
ings being by a large number of lenders. 
Rates are 3 per cent. for 30 days, 3% 
per cent. for 60 to 90 days, and 4 per 
cent. for 4 to 6 months, Money on 
call at the Stock Exchange ranged 
from 1% to 2 per cent., the bulk of the 
business being done at the higher 
rate, and this was also the closing 
rate. Mercantile paper has been in gcod 
demand, and the supply has been am- 
ple, in fact has at times been in ex- 
cess, giving city banks and institu- 
tions opportunity to make critical se- 
lections. Rates are, and have been 
throughout the week, 454@5 per cent. 
for 60 to 90 days’ indorsements and 5@ 
5% per cent. for 4 months’ acceptances. 
Of gold shipments there have been 
rone, but on Friday it was reported 
that $100,000 was shipped from Paris 
on Tuesday and $150,000 on Thursday, 
to be forwarded to Cuba by a New 
York house. The supply of grain and 
cattle bills has been larger, and as 
these increase there will be no further 
need for shipments of gold. Sterling 
exchange is now too low to make gold 
shipments desirable or profitable. The 
market for sterling exchange reached 
a lower point during the week than it 
has for months, sixty-day bills having 
sold as low as 4.861%. The offerings 
have been free, and the demand only 
fair. Rates for actual business are 
4.86% for sixty days, 4.87% for demand 
and 4.88 for cables. Commercial bills 
have also declined during the week to 
4.85°%4.@4.86. The industrial securities 
have been irregular, and trading in 
them has been fair, Sugar and Whisky 
having been actively dealt in. The 
former developed considerable strength 
while the latter suffered a decline. The 
general stock market showed consider- 
able strength at times, but it required 
little to cause weakening, and after 
each rally, due to temporary causes, 
the market promptly fell back. 

Sugar stock has by far been the most 
active on the list, and the buying dur- 
ing the middle of the week was so

Arrivals are reported by the inspector 
to have been some forty cars in ex- 
cess of those of the week before. A 
fraction over 9 per cent, have graded 
below No. 1. Total inspections in have 
aggregated 784 cars—703 of No. 1, 59 
of rejected and 22 of no grade. Nearly 
all the seed coming in was Northwest- 
ern. It is understood that there is 
still considerable flax in the Southwest, 
but that it is in stacks and that 
threshing has been prevented by bad 
weather. Stocks at Minneapolis and 
Duluth are increaing. Advices from 
the former indicate 101,901 bushels in 
store (a gain of 89,467 bushels), and 
Duluth reports 329,070 bushels on 
hand (an increase of 201,264 bushels). 
The outward movement thas’. been 
large. Inspections out foot up 118,462 
bushels, all of No, 1; in addition there 


have been 27,300 bushels “billed 
through” and 68,2 “not to be in- 
spected,’” making total withdrawals 


amount to 214,012 bushels. The mar- 
ket has exhibited less activity. Re- 
ported sales of cash flax on ‘change 
have been only 231 cars—206 of No. 1, 
18 of rejected, and 7 of no grade. 
Prices have declined 10c., ranging 
downward from $1.04 to 94c., largely 
because of free offerings and the un- 
willingness of buyers to purchase on, a 
falling market. The chief objective 
point of interest in the speculative 
market has been the May option, of 
which 464,000 bushels have been sold, 
with prices declining from $1.09 to $1, 
rallying to $1.03 and again falling off 
to $1. There were, however, free sell-

Kentucky Petroleum Fields. 


A great many inquiries are being 
made by operators on the outside as 
to the extent of the Wayne County oil 
field and the amount of its production. 
The development on Otter Creek, 
around Slickford, where operations were 
first begun and the first well driven in 
1867 to a depth of 575 feet by local cap- 
italists. This well is known as the 
old Huffaker well and produced and 
sold 10,000 barrels of oil. This was 
hauled twenty miles across the country 
to Cumberland River, and shipped to 
Nashville, Tenn., where it was disposed 
of at a profit. When closed in 1872 
or 1873, on account of the low price of 
oil, this well was pumping thirty bar- 
rels a day by the light of the sun. 
After that time development of the 
field came to a standstill until recent 
years. 

In 1892 several wells were put down 
near the same place by the Kentucky 
Consolidated Oil and Natural Gas Com- 
pany. Among these are the Denny 
well, with a production of ten barrels; 
the Hovey well No. 1, good for fifty 
barrels, and the Cy Brown well No. 2, 
which yields forty barrels a day. These 
latter two have pumped and wasted 
by way of tests and for the benefit of 
the public 10,000 barrels of oil. Last 
May, in the presence of the Standard 
Oil Company’s officials, these wells 
pumped 1,100 barrels of oil in four 
days. 

The Kentucky Consolidated Oil an-l 
Natural Gas Company is now operat- 
ing the property. This company has 
erected eight 250-l arrel tanks, which 
have been pumped full of oil and 
housed for protecticn, so that no more 
of the fluid will be wasted. These 
wells are now shut down awaiting the 
erection of a 30,000-barrel tank in 
whic to store the oil prior to the con- 
struction of a pipe line into the field. 


The Gooling well, owned by Wright 
& Co. of Eest Saginaw, Mich., is 
another ‘n this locality, as good. as 
either of the above. As scon as the 
drill penetrated the sand in this well 
it filled for 120 feet with oil. Wright & 
Co. also own the Dishman well, near 
by, which has made a splendid show- 
ing, but has never been tested. These 
wells are now plugged, waiting for 
means of transporting, oil to the mar- 
kets. 

This production comes naturally. 
None of these wells, and, in fact, none 
in the county, having been shot. 


The oil is of a Cark greenish cast, 
very heavy, ranging from 30 to 36 de- 
grees gravity and showing only .98 of 
1 per cent. of sulphur. 


Last November the Otter Creek Oil 
Company drilled a 35-barrel well on 
the Mort Kennedy farm, on Otter 
Creek, six miles to the northwest of 
Slickford, in an air line. At a depth 
of 500 feet, and two feet deep in the 
sand, this well quickly filled with 100 
feet of oil. This well has been plugged, 
awaiting means of transportation or 


tankage. 

Twenty miles northwest of Slickford 
on this same line, and just across the 
Cumberland River, in Russell County, 
is the Creelsboro well, with a capacity 
of ten barrels during daylight. This 
well was drilled to a depth of 560 feet. 
Five miles to the southwest of Slick- 
ford the South Pennsylvania Oil Com- 
pany has climbed to the top of Poplar 
Mountain with their machinery, and 
here, 400 feet above the elevation of 
Slickford wells, are putting down an- 
other. Southwest, south and southeast of 
Slickford, across the Tennessee line, as 
many as ten or twelve wells are going 
down, with no production yet to speak 
of, but it is confidently expected that 
ere long the oil will burst forth in such 
quantities as to insure the immediate 
construction of a pipe line. Almost ex- 
actly on the 45-degree line to the 
northwest of Slickford, and six miles 
distant on an air line, Wright & Co. 
have recently put down two wells, on 
the Miller farm on Beaver Creek. No. 
1 came in at 25 barrels at a depth of 
530 feet. No. 2 is perhaps the best well 
that has yet been drilled in the county. 
At a depth of 330 feet, and from a 
pure white sand, twenty feet in thick- 
ness, it came in as a producer of 50 
barrels a day, and continued to in- 
crease up to the time it was plugged. 
This company has a nice block of leases 
on Beaver Creek and will push the drill 
as fast as possible, 


From the above the production may 
be seen to akout 300 barrels a day 
from a very conservative estimate, and 
the extent of the field has not yet been 
defined, but may be said to embrace 
the counties of Wayne and Clinton, in 
Kentucky, and Fentress and Overton 
in Tennessee.

546,646. COMBINED PLANTER AND 
FERTILIZER DISTRIBUTER. Filed 
Nov. 11, 1893. Issued Sept. 24, 1895. 


Slaten cia a combined planter and 
fertilizer distributer, the combination 
of the two-compartment hopper, the 
vertical conical chute depending from 
the bottom of the fertilizer compart- 
ment, the inclined chute depending 
from the bottom of the seed compart- 
ment, the coverer arranged in rear of 
the seed chute and carried by said hop- 
per, the covering wheel upon which the 
hopper is supported, arranged inter- 
mediately of said chutes, the distribu- 
ters or stirrers arranged in vertical 
alignment with said chutes and car- 
ried by reciprocating crank shafts, the 
fingers of said distributers reaching 
into the fertilizer and seed dropping 
openings or slots at the bottom of hop- 
per, said crank shafts being connected 
together by a rod and actuated by a 
pitman connected to the forward one 
of said crank shafts and a crank ex- 
tension of the covering wheel shaft, the 
opener-plow, with its standard adapted 
to permit the fertilizer chute to pass 
there through, and itself having a pin 
and slot connection with said standard, 
and the regulating slides arranged over 
the seed and fertilizer dropping open- 
ings in the hopper, and having slots re- 
ceiving pins projecting from the bottom - 
of said hopper, and  screw-threaded 
spindles secured to said slides and fitted 
with thumb-nuts, having therein annu- 
lar grooves engaged by plates fixed to 
said hopper, substantially as set forth.
